In that regard the only ares 
of experience where MEE acknowledges a certein lack of formal training 
is in the field of budgeting. As an offset to this, Mr. Saunders plans to 
place a trained budget officer in DPD to fill one of the vacancies occur~ 
ring as a result of the most recent 7/0 submission. Your advices and com~ 
ments are solicited without delay.
